‘HOMES' WANTED 
DF RACE TROUBLES 
FOR APPLE CROP 


Prod uc* 


Throughout Union Are De­ 
scribed in Lecture. 


At. this tim e in tho* full, when the 
vegetable* patches and home gardens 
are Im*ing given a clean-up, and all 
plant and refuse rem nants are being 
gathered up into a heap, gardeners 
face the question—"To burn br not to 
burn.” 


This question faces G ettysburg and 
Adam s county grow ers, from the com­ 
m ercial truck-raiser to am ateur g a r­ 
dener, and advices from th** bureau 
of plant industry of the 
S tate de­ 
partm ent of agriculture apply now' in 
an especially tim ely m anner. 
Soil experts tell the gardener “ the 
more vegetable m atter you w ork into 
the soil the better crops it w ill grow ," 
and advise him to dig* in all the weeds, 
stalks, leaves and other vegetation 
th a t he can get hold of in order to 
keep up the supply of hum us in the 
soil. 
P lan t disease experts, on the other 
hand, em phasize the value of the bon­ 
fire as tho m eans of destroying fungus 
enem ies of the garden plants, which, 
if not thus dealt with, will pass tho 
w inter on the old dead plant rem ains 
and be all ready for business when 
next y e a r’s garden 
vegetables 
are 
started in the spring. 
The question of which advice to 
take is an ever-present one. 
The ad­ 
vices of the plant 
'industry 
bureau 
point o u r a 
middle 
ground, 
which 
satisfies both sides 
w ithout 
taking 
undue chances either way. Tin* State 
plant specialists advise the burning 
of refuse from such garden plants as 
are likely to carry disease into the 
com ing year, the refuse from all oth­ 
e r plants to In* dug uniter as the soil 
experts advise. 
Among the plants which should go 
on the bonfire an*: 
Potato and to ­ 
m ato 
stalks, 
cucum ber vine.', beet 
leaves, beans, asp aragus tops, celery 
refuse and, from the flower garden, 
tho above-ground paris of hollyhock, 
all fallen rose leaves, tho entire aster 
plant including the roots, and tho old 
tops of phlox. 
P lants which may be dug into the 
garden soil w ith com parative safety 
include: W eeds, the refuse of salsify, 
spinach, parsnip, onion, horseradish, 
corn, lettuce, turnip, cauliflower, cab­ 
bage and carrot. 
If additional vege­ 
table m aterial is desired and a good 
supply of barnyard m anure Is not 
available, the leaves of shade or o th ­ 
er trees m ake a 
good 
substitute. 
W hile these leaves often ca rry dis­ 
eases none arq likely to affect garden 
plants and they m ay be used safely 
as a source of hum us.

read what an expert in botany has to 
say about leaves. 
“ Leaves are nature’s natural ma­ 
nure and many trees, and shrubs and 
Mold flowers, growing under natural 
conditions, got no other fertilizer,” he 
said. 
“If these leaves ^ u ld all be 
saved and allowed to Wecay they 
would make an excellent top dressing 
fop the lawn, a fine mulch for shrub­ 
bery, particularly rhododendrons and 
evergreens, to keep them cool and 
moist in summer and warm and safe 
from freezing in winter. 
“A trench dug in the garden, where 
nasturtiums or tomatoes or dahlias 
have been planted, can be filled with 
the leave®, the earth banked up over 
them and the levies allowed to decay. 
Even in an ordinary back yard this 
can be done and all coffee grounds, 
tea leaves, egg sheik and potato par­ 
ing* can be utilized safely and with­ 
out any annoyance or danger. 
“But I suppose we shall continue 
to burn them up, make unsightly 
spots in lawns and streets, teach the 
children to play with fire and leave 
our trees and shrubs and grass un­ 
nourished. We cut the grass and give 
the refuse to the garbage man, be­ 
cause we cannot or will not take a 
little trouble to save some of nature’s 
foods in order to put them back where 
they came from when needed.
